Abstract: 

Process for reduction of bromine index in aromatics, comprising the steps of feeding an 
aromatics feed stream which contains olefin impurities to a distillation column; withdrawing an 
overhead stream from the distillation column; subjecting at least a portion of the overhead stream 
to a treatment for the alkylation or polymerization of olefin in a clay treater to provide a purified 
overhead stream which is then injected to the aromatics feed stream.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art of record 
discloses or suggests a process for removing olefins from an aromatic feed stream by distilling 
the feed stream to provide an overhead stream which is subjected to either alkylation or 
polymerization of olefins in a clay treater to produce a treated product which is the injected into 
the aromatic feed stream. The Brown et al. (U.S 6,500,996 Bl) discloses a process for removing 
olefins from an aromatics feedstock by treating the feedstock with clay. The reference however, 
does not teach that the treated stream is injected into the feedstock.
